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Tully seeks to soften blow 
30% hike expected 
in home appraisals 


Summer drought or no, the beans will grow. 


by KURT BAER 


Homeowners in the Northwest sub- 


urbs face whopping 30 to 40 per cent 
increases in their property assess- 
ments and higher tax bills unless 
steps are taken to soften the blow, 
Cook County Assessor Thomas M. Tul- 
ly said Friday. 


A home worth $40,000 in 1972 is like- 


ly to be reassessed in 1976-77 on the 
basis of a $65,000 market value be- 
cause of inflation in housing prices, 
Tully said. 


The assessment 
increase 
means 


that taxes on the house that totaled 
$1,000 in 1972 will reach about $1,785 
after the house is reassessed. 


Reassessments are 
scheduled 
in 


Harrington, Palatine and Wheeling 
townships this year. Real estate in 
Schaumburg, Elk Grove, Hanover and 
Maine townships will be reassessed in 
1977. 


To soften the reassessment blow, 


Tully has proposed that the ratio for 
assessments be lowered from the cur- 
rent level of 22 per cent of market 
value to a new 16 per cent level. 


THE PROPOSAL has been sent to 


the Cook County Board, which must 
approve any change in the percentage 
used for assessment. 


"We are making this proposal to 


avoid staggering property tax increas- 
es for the almost one million home- 
owners in Cook County," Tully said. 


"The significantly high rate of in- 


flation of single-family homes which 
we have experienced all over Cook 
County has exerted relentless pres- 
sure on the assessed valuation of 
homes. In some areas we have dis- 
covered that the average home has 
been inflating in value at 8 to 12 per 
cent per year," Tully said. 


In the case of the home that will be 


reassessed this year on the basis of a 
$65,000 market value, thechange in ra- 
tio from 22 to 16 per cent would save 
$485 in taxes. 


Tully said a reduction in the level of 


assessment is not likely to reduce a 
homeowner's total tax bill below its 
present level. But it would mean that 
most homeowners "will not face in- 
flated tax bills due to inflated sales of 
homes." 


The assessor's office records the 


sale price of every home in the county 
and uses the figures 
to determine 


market value on which the assess- 


ment is levied. Records on more than 
400,000 housing sales in Cook County 
are on file. 


TULLY SAID that even if the as- 


sessment level is lowered as he pro- 
poses, there will be no net loss to 
.various taxing districts in the county. 
Inflation and new construction still 
will mean a growing tax base for 
most jurisdictions, he said. 


If reassessments are calculated at 


the present 22 per cent level it will be 
"economic disaster for most home- 
owners," Tully said. "In many cases, 
people will have to move out of the 
area to seek relief in the form of lower 
taxes in other counties." he said. 


Although the proposed 16 per cent 


figure would be used during quadren- 
nial reassessments, homeowners in 
townships currently not being reas- 
sessed would have grounds to appeal 
their assessment on the basis of the 


lower figure, an aide to the assessor 
said Friday. 


Assessments in Cook County are up- 


dated every four years on a rotating 
schedule, with different townships af- 
fected each year. 


TULLY ALSO proposed a tax in- 


centive plan aimed at attracting new 
industry and jobs to Cook County. 


Under the plan, areas designated in 


need of economic development or re- 
habilitation would carry a business 
tax break for five years after devel- 
opment is completed. 


Commercial, industrial or apart- 


ment property would be assessed at 
16 per cent of value for the first five 
years. After that time, the properties 
would be assessed at their normal lev- 
el of either 40 per cent or 33 per cent 
of value. 


Only properties located in specially 


designated areas would qualify. 


EPA expands ozone system 
to Des Plaines. Palatine 


An expanded ozone monitoring sys- 


tem, including new monitors in Des 
Plaines and Palatine, is being set up 
by the Illinois Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency. 


The new system will trace the de- 


velopment 
and 
flow 
of pollutants 


throughout the metropolitan area. 


Eight new temporary ozone moni- 


tors will be installed in Waukegan, 
Des Plaines, Wheaton, DeKalb, Kan- 
kakee, Palatine and near the inter- 
section of Hyde Park and Blackstone 
streets in Chicago. 


THE NEW l/MTS raise the total 


number of ozone monitors in the Chi- 
cago area to '22. 


"The primary reason for installing 


the monitors is to get a fix on the 
total dimension of the ozone problem 
throughout the metropolitan area," 
said Patrick Lynch, manager of the 
environmental protection agency's di- 
vision of air pollution. 


"Up until this point, systematic in- 


formation from the suburbs has been 
nonexistent," he said. "But with these 
new monitors, the Chicago metropoli- 
tan area will have one of the most 
extensive monitoring systems in the 
nation." 


By charting ozone over a wider ge- 


ographic area, pollution control offi- 
cials will be able to develop better 
strategies to control emissions during 
periods of high air pollution. Lynch 
said. 


•THK REAL benefit will be to the 


public in the form of more precise 
and timely warnings of high levels of 
ozone," lie said. 


An additional area of study will be 


measuring ozone 
levels along the 


Lake Michigan shore between Chicago 
and the Wisconsin border. Wisconsin 
officials have reported high ozone lev- 
els recently. 


The temporary monitors will he dis- 


continued in the fall when the ozone 
pollution season ends.

Harper required to give 
meeting data: law author 


The 
Harper 
College 
Board of 


Trustees is legally bound to publicly 
announce colsed-door meetings, ac- 
cording to the author of the Illinois 
Open Meeting Act. 


The Harper board has held 24 unan- 


nounced dinner meetings in the last 18 
months, 17 of which dealt with faculty 
negotiation matters. The board con- 
tends it is not legally bound by the 
Open Meeting Act to announce pre- 
negotiation sessions. 


"I don't see any interpretation of 


the Open Meeting Act that does not 
require announcements," said Antho- 
ny Scariano Sr., who wrote the act 
when he was a state legislator. 


Julia Dempsey, legal adviser to the 


Illinois Office of Education, has said, 
"If the board is specifically gathering 
al a meeting where the public would 
be excluded, it would be a useless act 
to send out a notice." 


SCARIANO SAID a notice would 


serve the purpose of informing the 
press that a meeting is taking place. 
Such information 
would allow the 


press to guther comments on the 
meeting both before and after it oc- 
curred, he Sfiid. 


The Illinois attorney general issued 


an opinion on the meeting act in 1974 
in an attempt to clarify the terms of 
the act. 


While discussing what constituted a 


meeting, the attorney general re- 
ferred to a California case in which 
county executives were found guilty of 
violating that state's open meeting 
law when they held an unannounced 
luncheon with AFL-C10 representa- 
tives to discuss a strike by county so- 
cial workers. 


The lariguage of the Illinois and Cal- 


ifornia laws "is almost exactly the 
same," Scott wrote in his opinion. 


THE OPINION rendered in the Cali- 


fornia case stated, "An informal con- 
ference or caucus permits crystalliza- 
tion of secret decisions to a point just 
short of ceremonial acceptance . . . 
Only by embracing the collective in- 
quiry and discussion stages, as well 
as the ultimate step of official action, 
can an open meeting regulation frus- 
trate these evasive devices." 


A Harper Board of Trustees special 


committee formed to investigate the 
board's meeting policies reviewed the 
attorney general's opinion and con- 
cluded it supports the opinion of the 
board's legal adviser, Frank Hines, 
who has said the prenegotiation meet- 
ings do not require public announce- 
ment. 


The Illinois Open Meeting Act re- 


quires public boards to notify the pub- 
lic 24 hours before a meeting. The law 
allows a board to hold closed sessions 


to discuss personnel, land acquisition, 
collective bargaining and student dis- 
cipline, but does not specifically ex- 
empt such meetings from the notice 
requirement.

Chinese in Peking and other cities in 
the North China Plain slept in streets 
and makeshift shelters for the third 
night Friday, fearing further after- 
shocks of the devastating earthquake 
that struck densely populated Hopeh 
Province Wednesday.

LOS ANGELES (UP1) - The defense at the trial of 


William and Emily Harris Friday challenged the integ- 
rity of the jury hours after the case had heen submitted 
for deliberation. 


It was alleged that one juror had expressed prejudice 


against, the couple and that the trial judge was aware of 
the accusation. 


The fate of the Symbionese Liberation Army mem- 


bers was put in the hands of the jury at midmorning for 
a verdict on charges of kidnaping, robbery and assault 
in a wild flight with heiress Patricia Hearst. 


In midaftcrnoon. defense lawyer Leonard Weinglass 


asked for an emergency hearing in the courtroom of 
Superior Court Judge Mark Brandler and said he had 
information which could lead to a motion for a mistrial 
and perhaps even the dismissal of the entire ll-count 
indictment against the Harris couple. 


Weinglass told the court I hat he had been contacted 


by a woman identified only as a Mrs. Barton who was 
one of the members of the panel of prospective jurors 
in the Harris trial, but who was never called. 


Weinglass said Mrs. Barton had told him that she 


overheard one of the jurors on the present panel, Ron- 
ald Pruyn, state that it was a foregone conclusion what 
verdict should be reached in the case. 


Weinglass said that Mrs, Barton had asked her hus- 


band, an attorney, what lo do and he suggested she 


contact someone in the court. Weinglass said the wom- 
an called 
another judge who supposedly 
contacted 


Brandler. 


If it was true that Brandler withheld the information 


about Pruyn, Weinglass said, this was grounds not only 
for a mistrial but constituted judicial misconduct and 
was grounds for the indictment to be dismissed. 


Weinglass asked that Mrs. Barton be called to the 


witness stand under oath. 


Brandler refused and Weinglass said he would imme- 


diately go to an appellate court for a writ forcing an 
investigation into the charges of a biased juror. 


The court was recessed while the defense motion was 


studied. 


The case went to the seven women, five man jury at 


midmorning with an admonition from Brandler that 
they must not be influenced "by pity for a defendant or 
passion or prejudice against him."

Honesty coalition 
to go to U.S. court 


The Coalition for Political Honesty rebuffed by a Sangamon 


County Circuit Court Friday, will ask a U.S. District Court Mon- 
day to bar the Illinois Board of Elections from questioning persons 
active with the group. 


Judge George Coutrakon of Springfield ruled Friday that he did 


not have the jurisdiction to hear the suit filed Thursday by the 
coalition. The group is attempting to get three constitutional 
amendments placed on the ballot in November. The amendments 
would bar legislators from collecting pay in advance, ban double 
dipping and strengthen the state conflict of interest laws. 


The coalition went to court in an effort to get the state board of 


elections to stop questioning persons who circulated petitions to 
get 630,000 signatures so the amendments could be placed on the 
ballot. 


Patrick Quinn. a coalition leader, charged researchers from the 


elections board had been harassing persons who circulated the 
petitions. 


Quinn promised to file a new suit in federal court Monday charg- 


ing the election board workers with violating the constitutional 
rights of the persons who circulated the petitions. 
"It's gotten to the point where they're asking if our people were 
paid for passing petitions; what the weather conditions were like 
and things like that. We've had enough,'' Quinn said. 


He said the group wants the court to order the elections board to 


validate the petitions. Quinn said if there were objections to the 
petitions or the signatures they should have been made in May. In 
ruling on the new suit, Coutrakon noted that a similar suit is now 
being heard in Cook County. That suit was filed by several former 
delegates to the 1970 Constitutional Convention. They contend the 
amendments are improper and should not be placed on the ballot.

Black cults helpful, educator says 


As many as 20 million Americans 


may be involved in the fringe reli- 
gious cults such as Scientology, Hare 
Krishna, the Unification Church and ' 
some black gospel groups, according 
to some sociologists. 


But, despite a lot of warnings about 


the potential negative impact of the 
cults, at least one sociologist believes 
that for blacks, cults may play a posi- 
tive social role. 


"What cults and sects bring to the 


groups that form them is a sense of 
worth," according to Milt Sernett, as- 
sistant professor of Afro-American 
Studies at Syracuse University. 


"They (cults) are developed by the 


disinherited to meet their need for 
status and a sense of belonging," he 
said. 


ONLY IN THEIR religious sects 


and cults, Sernett asserts, have blacks 
been relatively free of the influence of 
white society and been able to develop 
something of their own style. 


Sernett has instituted a course at 


Syracuse to examine what he calls the 
"left-wing or underside of black reli- 
gion" in order to "see how an under- 
current of African 
survivals 
has 


merged with traditional Protestant- 
ism, Catholicism, Judaism and Is- 
lam." 


At the University of Chicago, Irving 


Zaretsky, an anthropologist who has 
recently completed a 10-year study of 
fringe religious groups, believes that 
the 20 million figure of involvement in 
the cults may be too modest. 


"The number may be much larg- 


er," he said, "and it includes a great 
many respectable, middle-class and 
upper-class people who may also be- 
long to traditional religious groups." 


"IT IS hard to get accurate num- 


bers." he said, "because cult partici- 
pation is often an occasional 'one-shot' 
experience, rather than a continuing 
membership situation." 


Zaretsky also challenges the gener- 


al public's image that cull followers 
a r c 
irresponsible 
dreamers and 


freaks. He said instead the cults are 
very pragmatic and sjid ninny of

them had been effective in getting 
people off of drugs or "re-socializing" 
persons who have gotten "too far out'' 
to fit traditional social patterns. 


He said that in his studies he found 


that performance rather than the sub- 
stance of belief was a more important 
key to the success of the cults he look- 
ed at and that many of the leaders of 
these groups have a background in 
theater or one of the other performing 
arts. 


"Usually the spiritual leader's mes- 


sage is delivered in a specific, well- 
rehearsed rhythm and cadence with a 
carefully structured emotional buiid- 
up and release. 


"THIS 'PACKAGING' of the mes- 


sage is more important than the ac- 
tual words spoken, because the object 
of the experience is to make the par- 
ticipant feel good," he said. 


Zaretsky said he also is concerned 


about the legal status of these non- 
traditional and fringe groups. 


In the wake of a great deal of pub- 


licity about alleged "kidnapings" and 
"brainwashing" of young adults by 
the groups and subsequent "rekidnap- 
ing" and "deprogramming," there 
have been calls for legislation that 
could narrow the definition of an "ac- 
ceptable" religious group. 


Zaretsky opposes this and also 


stresses that "in all the publicity . . . 
no one seems to be considering the 
rights of the child "

northern Illinois drivers. 


That prediction seems to be 


reinforced by Authority Director 
Richard K. Blakcly's statements 
about the gates. He said the 
crackdown on cheaters would 
net the state $1 million in the 
next 12 months, and "in future 
years . . . even more" if cheat- 
ing necessitates installation, of 
gates at other toll plazas. No 


mention of how the increased 
revenues gained with the gates 
will speed up the day the toll 
booths come down. Rather, a vi- 
sion of increased revenue from 
lolls, ad infinitum. 


The Herald also questions the 


authority's assurances (hat the 
gates will not impede trallic 
flow. Rush hour hardly needs 
additional obstacles. 


Blakely predicted people will 


become "as blase" about the 
gates as about the toll system, 
We suggest that people are not 
blase about this continuing drain 
on their pocket-books and that 
they might be willing to put up 
with the additional inconven- 
ience of gates only if there is an 
end in sight.

Ford did not announce his running 
mate Tuesday. But John 
Connally. 


who may get the nod. made it easier 
lo happen by endorsing Ford for the 
Republican presidential nomination. 


Connally's announcement did not 


stun the political community like Ron- 
ald Reagan's disclosure Monday that 
Sen Richard Schweiker would be his 
choice for \ ia1 president. Hut it was 
.in authentic Political Event just the 


s.lllll.'. 


The Conri.illy blessing did not auto- 


matically gKe Ford a raft of new 
votes, as Mayor Richard Daley's en- 
dorsement did for Jimmy Carter. It 
did nut even mean for sure that Con- 
nally would be Ford's running mate. 


The obvious immediate conclusion 


that could be taken from Connally's 
decision lo end his long held neutral- 
ity m the Ford-Reagan struggle is 
that he now thinks the President is 
going to win the nomination at Kansas 
City next month. 


And that is of some import, because 


Connally is regarded as one of the 
country's shrewdest political analysts 
and most pragmatic political oper- 
ators. Big John does not run wilh los- 
ers. 


As lo the vice pre.sidenLial nomi- 


nal ion. Connally might very well be 
Ford's choice, bul Ihere is no pressing 
need for the President to say so now. 
In fact. Connally's endorsement gave 
Ford all the pluses and none of the 
minuses that naming the Texan as his 
running mate might have realized. 


The advantages are considerable. 


Ford now has a major new convert 
from Ihe South and from the con- 
servative ranks. And he also has what 
could be a link of some value to the 
Texas Republican 
Parly, 
which is 


sending a solid luo-meinber Reagan 
delegation to the convention. 


Connally may be the only available 


key to that delegation, because the 
state's highest 
elected Republican, 


Sen. John Tower, was the manager of 
Ford's primary disaster in Texas. If 
there is any chance of breaking the 
Reagan Phalanx in Texas, Connully 


could be the man to swing the ham- 
mer. 


But having Connolly in his camp is 


not necessarily all profit for Ford. 


The Texan after all, i.s a recent for- 


mer Democrat, and there are some 
Republicans who would never forgive 
him that despite his immaculate con- 
servatice credentials and demonstra- 
ted political acumen. 


This i.s not just a GOP quirk: lots of 


Democrats refused to accept convert 
John Lindsay of New York simply be- 
cause he had come up in politics as a 
Republican. 


And. even though he was acquitted 


of briljcry, Connally might have Mime 
opposition based on the premise that 
the Wa'ergate-scarred GOP cannot af- 
ford to have candidates with Ihe least 
slain ol scandal altached to their 
name*. 


This may not be just, bul it is the 


kind of political reality that pushed 
Sen. Thomas Eagleton. who had re- 
covered from mental depression, off 
the 1972 Democratic ticket. 


In any case, Ford now has Connally 


on his side and can openly test party 


sentiment about selecting the Texan 
as his running mate. It gives him the 
kind of elbow room that Reagan gave 
up in naming Schweiker.

that eat'h human being is created in the sacred im- 
age "f find, that human life is of infinite worth and 
prrri'ni-.no'!. that no human heing can be used as an 
nh|»rl for someone else's project. In my judgment, 
t!ic cii-alc-.t moral, spiritual threat that we face at 
tins moment in history is the actual potential for

SEN. MARK HATFIELD 


What is the condition of America's organized reli- 
gion? 


A question put to Jesus might be paraphrased to 


fit our theme today — "Have you been observing the 
Sabbath lately?" Jesus used the question as an op- 
portunity to speak about the basic purpose of reli- 
gious observances. He said, "The Sabbath was made 
for man, not man for the Sabbath." If the Lord 
would ask today about his church or synagogue at- 
tendance, he might very well respond in a similar 
vein. If we look at the church as an organization 
located in a building, we see many indications of 
declining loyalty to it. Church membership is down 
for the first time since records have been kept. 
Church giving did not keep up with inflation last 
year. Onlookers are aware of divisions within the 
church over the historical issues of faith and over 
the current issues — the roles of women and abor- 
tion, for instance. Christ's view of the church was 
purposely to avoid putting the emphasis on structure 
and organization. He was more concerned about obe- 
dience and discipleship than organizational achieve- 
ments. 


For the dispersed church, the building serves 


mainly as a place for the believer to meet for train- 
ing and for fellowship and to observe the sacra- 
ments. The Church is at its best where people are — 
in ghettoes, needing better housing; in the offices of 
national leaders, needing fellowship and encour- 
agement; in prison study groups and many other 
places where people are. The dispersed church is 
able to escape from the questionable stewardship of 
building more costly buildings at the expense of a 
ministry to the poor and to experience a new free- 
dom of service. 


What is the future of organized religion? 


There Is much evidence today that there is a new 


dynamic in the church. The kind of enlivenment that 
is occurring spirtually in many of the churches (is 
occurring) because people have grown tired of the 
institutional deadness that has gripped too many 
churches. This does not mean that the church will 
disappear, the institutional church, but let us be 
mindful that God is the God of history, his is the 
sovereign God and his church will prevail. I have 
every confidence that the spiritual church will be 
stronger in the future than it is even today.

Commodity panel shows 
inklings of a new fighter 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - The timid 


and ineffective regulation of the mul- 
t i-b i 11 i o n-dollar-a-year commodity 
markets is possibly ending, and the 
new 
Commodity 
Futures 
Trading 


Commission is finally seeing its re- 
sponsibility to the public. 


A year overdue, CFTC chairman 


William Bagley recently served notice 
on all •five New York City commodity 
exchanges that they, will have to 
shape up within 30 days or face pos- 
sible loss of designation as commodity 
contract markets. 


Bagley said that the boards of the 


various commodity exchanges were 
"incestuous" and "don't perceive 
themselves as public institutions." 


It is no secret to Bagley or the other 


four members of the recently created, 
independent CFTC that self-regulation 
did not work under the weak Com- 
modity Exchange Authority. 


Complaints to the CEA went without 


investigation and were turned over to 
the commodity exchanges with the 
CEA making little effort to find out if 
corrupt elements were protected. 


The CFTC promised to investigate 


the Chicago Board of Trade's han- 
dling of the case of veteran Chicago 
commodity trader Bernard Rosee be- 
fore it would grant the Chicago board 
the designation of commodity contract 
market under the new commodity fu- 
tures trading commission law. 


Rosee was ousted from the Chicago 


Board of Trade following an arbi- 
tration hearing in which he was false- 
ly charged with owing the Baggot and 
Morrison Commission House $28,000 
on his account. 


In fact, a Chicago state court later 


awarded Rosee a $700,000 judgment 
against the Baggot and Morrison firm 
and the owners, James Baggot and 
Donald Morrison, on grounds that 
they had systematically defrauded the 
veteran trader by crediting losing 
trades to his account. 


THE STATE court judge found that 


the Chicago board's arbitration hear- 
ing was "a sham" and was devoid of 
due process of law because Rosee was 
not permitted a lawyer, was not per- 
mitted to subpoena documents and

witnesses and was not permitted to 
cross examine witnesses against him. 


The CFTC investigators found that 


Rosee was indeed defrauded by Bag- 
got and Morrison and that the Chi- 
cago board's hearing was an in- 
strumentality of the fraud against 
Rosee and his eventual loss of a trade 
seat. 


The CFTC permitted the Chicago 


Board of Trade to retain its designa- 
tion as a commodity market, without 
requiring the minimum justice that 
Rosee should have been accorded — 
return of his Chicago Board of Trade 
seat and sale of Morrison's seat to 
pay for part of Rosee's largely unpaid 
$700,000 judgment. 


When the Rosee case was wrapped 


up by the CFTC with an unsatisfacto- 
ry report, and with no hearing, it was 
something of a signal to the other ex- 
changes that the new CFTC was a pa- 
per tiger. 


WHEN THE CFTC permitted the 


Rosee case to be terminated without 
so much as questioning the officials of 
the Chicago Board of Trade under 
oath about the fraud and perjury- 
filled arbitration board hearing, it 
was an indication that Chairman Bag- 
ley would not follow through. 


It was no wonder that the New York 


Cocoa, 
Cotton and Mercantile 
Ex- 


change, the Coffee and 
Sugar 
Ex- 


change, Inc. did not comply with 
CFTC regulations on record keeping. 


It was no wonder that the five New 


York exchanges, and a number of oth- 
er exchanges, did not establish an in- 
dependent, 
competent 
investigative 


staff that could truly police com- 
modity trading for the public. 


And when the lax record keeping 


went unnoticed for months without 
complaints from the CFTC, was it any 
wonder that the New York commodity 
exchanges continued the same old 
"clubby" attitude? 


Bagley spoke of the great new pow- 


ers that the CFTC had that could put 
the commodity exchanges out of busi- 
ness, but he also talked of "coopera- 
tive regulation," fraternized with the 
commodity club members and per- 
mitted a commodity industry domina- 
tion of most of the CFTC advisory 
committees 


On the side of the CFTC, President 


Ford's delays of several months in 
naming members to the CFTC con- 
tributed to the problem of getting or- 
ganized in time for the law to be fully 
effective in April 1975. 


Also, it might be argued that a few 


months of sympathetic, "cooperative 
regulating" 
might be best before 


tightening the screws on the 
free- 


wheeling commodity traders. 


CONGRESS 
ESTABLISHED 
the 


CFTC to be an effective watchdog for 
the public on commodity trading, but 
by this time it should be apparent that 
the watchdog has to bite as well as 
bark at violations. 


The report on the five N'ew York 


City commodity exchanges was the 
first of a series that will later include 
the Kansas City Board of Trade, the 
Chicago Mercantile Exchange, 
the 


Mid America Exchange in Chicago 
and the Chicago Board of Trade. 


Although Bagley's words have a 


tougher edge to them than several 
months ago, they are still words and 
it has yet to be demonstrated that the 
words can be effective without fining 
or suspending some of the commodity 
exchanges.

Cut sought in utility service rate 


by LEA TONKIN 


Commonwealth Edison Co.'s cus- 


tomer service rates should be cut be- 
cause the utility has not done its best 
to control pollution, said Catherine 
Quigg, representing a Palatine-based 
environmental organization before the 
Illinois Commerce Commission Fri- 
day. 


Mrs. Quigg, president of pollution & 


Environmental Problems, Inc., told 
ICC hearing examiner Robert Tarrel 
that Edison's Zion plants pollute the 
air with radioactive krypton-85. She 
noted that a portion of the electric 
company's 1970 rate hike granted by 
the ICC hinged on pollution control ef- 
forts. An Edison spokesman said the 
attempt to roll back rates is "beating 
a dead horse." 


Under a July 10, 1970 ICC rate or- 


der, Edison was granted a 4.5 per 
cent service rate boost. Of this 
amount, 2.5 per cent was, subject to 
pollution control efforts using econom- 
ically and technically feasible con- 
trols. 


Mrs. Quigg and a representative of 


Citizens for a Better Environment or- 
ganization, Chicago, presented testi- 


mony at the July 30 hearing. The or- 
ganization is the principal intervener 
in the bid to reopen Edison's rate 
case. 


"THE ZION plants are polluting the 


air with releases of radioactive kryp- 
ton-85, even though it could be 99 per 
cent contained with available and eco- 
nomical cryogenic distillation tech- 
nology," Mrs. Quigg said Friday. 


She said Zion topped its design ob- 


jective rate for gaseous emissions, in- 
cluding krypton, by six times during 
the first quarter of 1976. Design objec- 
tives, or limits for radioactive emis- 
sions, are set by the U.S. Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission. 


Besides the known carcinogenic and 


genetic effects from low-level radio- 
activity, Mrs. Quigg said, an increase 
in skin cancer may be caused by the 
interaction of krypton radiation and 
ultraviolet radiation from the sun. 


JAMES KEPPLER, regional NEC 


director, may testify as a CBE wit- 
ness before the commission if a late 
August hearing is slated, said David 
Comey, executive director for CBE. 
Keppler's testimony could support en- 
vironmentalists' claims that Edison 
failed to use the best available pollu- 


tion control technology, and on its 
"unsound radioactive waste manage- 
ment," Comey said. The NRC may 
not obey an ICC subpoena, however. 


Comey cited sulfur dioxide emis- 


sions at Edison plants and radioactive 
spills as examples of Edison's "very- 
sloppy operation." Comey said the 
CBE hopes to attract added citizen 
support when the next ICC hearing is 
slated. He estimates a refund of sev- 
eral hundred million dollars is at 
stake. The case is continued until 
Aug. 31. 


The Illinois Public Action Council, a 


coalition of Illinois citizen groups, 
criticizes the electric company's pol- 
lution control methods and rate struc- 
ture. Jan Schakowsky, a council staff 
member, said "the rate reduction 
case is one small drop in the bucket 
of a much larger issue." The council 


Kodak offering helps Dow

NEW YORK (UPI) — A late blue- 


chip rally, sparked by belated interest 
in Eastman Kodak's new products 
and auto earnings, paced the stock 
market higher Friday for the first 
time in four days in slow trading on 
the New York Stock Exchange.

They both pick up momentum. 
Hayes, the Ohio State University football legend, added another 


dimension to his often-controversial coaching career Friday during 
the fifth annual Big Ten Kickoff Luncheon at the Palmer House m 
Chicago 


All of the liig Ten conches were scheduled to speak and when it 


e.une times for Haves' appearance, a spotlight was placed before 
Hie sl.uid for filming purposes. 


The Ohio Stale coach .started slowly and softly by talking about 


his i'»7ii team, much as the coaches befoie him had done 


He then broke away from football and started talking about 


integrity The speech was highlighted when he admitlcd to turning 
in the Michigan State University football program to the NCAA for 
alleged conference recruiting violations 


Haves roared that he would turn in any other coach if he found 


thev vveie cheating in ans way as he looked at the coaches sitting 
at Ins .side 


Michigan States is now mi threo-vrar probation. The suspension 


makes the Spartans Ineligible for national television or post-season 
gnmes and reduces the number of scholarships and grants to 20. 


Later in the day, with members of the press mingling among the 


various coaches for interviews, two reporters from Michigan be- 
c.ime victims of Hayes' wrath. 


The first reporter, a Michigan State student, got Hayes mad 


when he referred to some alleged evil-doings by an Ohio State 
booster The second reporter got slapped in the head by Hayes 
when the coach was asked how he felt about statements made by 
Durryl Rogers, the new Michigan State coach. 


Rogers, who followed Hayes at the speaker's platform, directed 


some pointed remarks toward the Buckeye coach 


Rut Hayes still tins the respect of the other Big Ten coaches 


because thev know what happens on the field. 


Minnesota coach Cal Stoll, who followed Rogers to the platform, 


warned the new coach that making Hayes angry was not exactly 
the smartest thing to do. 


"When t first came into the conference I'd tried to be as nice as 


I could to Woody " Stoll said, "and he still beat me 56-0 " 


The score wasn't actually that one-sided, but Stoll's point was 


perfectly clear 


Aside from Haves' statement, the mosl talkrd-about topic among 


the coaches w;is the dominance Ohio State and Michigan have had 
over the rest of the teams in the conference in recent years. 


The coaches agreed that they are against any legislation which 


would weaken the two top teams to balance the conference 
Thev 


are proud that two of the best teams in the country are in the 
same conference 


They would rather work at bringing their programs up to the 


caliber of play demonstrated at Ohio State and Michigan Most of 
the coaches exprcvsed their gratitude for being provided the op- 
portunity to coach in the Big Ten 


Michigan coach Bo Schembechler, Haves' biggest rival on the 


playing field, has been relaxing this summer after undergoing a 
bypass operation earlier. 


He said he feels good, better than he did last year. The restric- 


tions given to him by his doctor are no different than those given 
to any other person who has gone through the name operation, he 
explained. 


As he sees it, the Saturday-afternoon pressures will not affect 


his health. 


"You don't even hear the people in the stands," Schembechler 


said. "I'm too concerned with the people on the field. You have 
to be like a horse with blinders."

WHO I.NVKMKf) PLAYING CARDS? 


Ccirtl yumes are a great source of 


entertainment to many persons. There 
are games that can be played alone, 
such as solitaire or patience, and 
game.s that can involve from two to 10 
players. Some card games rely on 
luck, whereas others depend on skill 
and concentration. And then there are 
the ever-popular card tricks, many of 
which require a high degree of math- 
ematical skill. 


KxacMy who invented playing cards 


is lost in the dim pages of history. A 
Chinese dictionary written in 1680 tells 
us that playing cards were invented in 
1120 for the amusement of the royal 
court. However, it is known that they 
existed iK-foru this and were probably 
invented around i!(J(J A.D. in Indian or 
China, 


The playing curds of the Far East 


were divided into suits, and each suit, 
or group, had its own special mark- 
ings. This system of dividing the deck 
has lasted through the ages and can 
be seen in modern playing cards. Ear- 
ly Hindu cards had 10 suits, hc-.vever,

way to Europe in the knapsacks of the 
Crusaders as they returned home in 
the l,'Jth century. The earliest Eu- 
ropean picture cards were called ta- 
rots and numbered 22 in a deck. The 
22nd card in the tarot deck was called 
the fool. In modern-day decks the ex- 
tra card is known as the joker. Later, 
56 number cards were added to the 22 
picture cards to make a deck of 78 
cards. This deck is still used in some 
parts of Europe to play a game called 
tarok. 


The deck of 52 cards popularly used 


today originated in France in the 
1500s. In French the four suits were 
"pique," "carreau," "trefle" and 
"coeur." They are, of course, known 
to us as spades, diamonds, clubs and 
hearts. Each suit consisted of 10 num- 
bered cards and three face cards. 
When the English adopted the deck it 
was said that the spade suit repre- 
sented the nobility, the heart suit the 
clergy, the diamond suit the mer- 
chants and the club suit the peasants. 


The first playing cards were print- 


ed by hand and were quite expensive. 
With the development of woodcut 
printing in the 15th century, however, 


cards became available to many per- 
sons and card games became a popu- 
lar pastime. By the middle of the 18th 
century card games were so popular 
that an English 
lawyer, Edmond 


Hoyle, wrote a very successful book 
on the various games. 


Playing cards have changed very 


little since the 16th century. Two im- 
portant changes, however, have been 
the placing of symbols and numbers 
in opposite comers for quick identi- 
fication of a card, and of having the 
picture cards double-faced, so that 
they may be read from either end.

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Cats and dogs: 
They're human, 


aren't they?

A lot of people believe pets are merely 


four-legged creatures who should be 
treated for what (hey are — animals. 


Bunk. 
lust ask any dog or cat owner and he'll 


tell you. Beneath (he fur and floppy-ears 
of his favorite pet lives a special "person" 
who though not quite human sure can 
dcmonMMte all the habits and personality 
of his two-legged master. 


Ray Andersen, a resident of unincorpo- 


rated Wheeling Township who breeds 
Labrador retrievers, said a dog develops a 
personality based o'n the atmosphere of 
his home surroundings. 


"A dog will reflect the character of the 


homo," Andersen said. "If it is well-treated 
and trained, it will be a good house dog. If 
it It abused or neglected, the dog will do 
things to seek attention." 


Almost the exact opposite Is true of cats, 


and feline owners will proudly cite a cat's 
independence as one of the animal's 
strongest and most appealing traits. 


"You don't have to take a cat out for 


walks because they have a natural instinct 
to be housebrokcn," said Eleanor Stange. 
a Mount Prospect Persian cat breeder. 
"For this reason you can buy a cat anytime 
of the year, whereas it's better to buy a 
puppy in the spring or summer when you 
can take him out to train him. That's one 
of the advantages of a cat as an apartment 
pet." 


Personality in a dog is perhaps more 


readily apparent than In cats chiefly be- 
cause of the different characteristics of ca- 
nine breeds. Dog breeds outnumber, cat 
varieties by 121 to 29. 


A good breeder is Interested In Improv- 


ing the quality of his canine line and is not 
just In the business to make money selling 
puppies, Andersen said. "We don't do it 
for the monev," he said. "We want good 
healthy dogs and offsprings." 


Andersen and Wally Ross, a Palatine 


breeder of golden retrievers, agree that 
females should not be bred until they arc 
at least 1'.' years old with another I1'; to 
two year interval between breedings. 
"Only puppy mills breed dogs twice a 
year," Andersen said. 


A prize Persian 


"Breeding »oo close causes problems," 


Ross's wife Thelma said. The characteristics 
of a breed may weaken or change com- 
pletely from too much inner breeding, she 
said. A case in point is the Saint Bernard, 
which recently has begun to develop a 
meaner disposition. 


Both Andersen and Ross agree that it is 


best to buv a purebreed dog rather than a 
mutt or mixed breed for several reasons. 


"The advantage is that you know what 


you have," Andersen said. "Certain dogs 
have certain characteristics and if you get a 
mixed breed, you don't know what type of 
personality it will have. 


"If you know what the dog's parentage 


is, you know what you can expect from 
the puppv in the way of looks and behav- 
ior." Ross said. 


"If you buy from a breeder you can see 


the parents and you can pretty much tell 
what temperament and personality you 
will get," Andersen said. 


The male vs. female controversy should 


not be a factor in selecting a puppy, An- 
dersen contends. "I would recommend ei- 
ther one," he said. "It's all a matter of 
opinion." 


"Females are very attentive, devoted 


and attached and make good watchdogs," 
Andersen said. "The male Is gung ho and 
always active. I have both and the ontv 
thing that can pose a problem is that the 
male always tries to be dominant." 


Much of what Andersen and Ross said 


about dogs also applies to cats. Mrs. 
Stange - member of the Jolly Roger Feline 
Fanciers club, said the popularity of cats Is 
on the increase. 


"I would say within the past 10 years cats 


have increased in number and value." she 
said. What could be purchased for about 
$35 ten years ago now costs about $100. 
Top quality kittens can sell for as much as 
$200 to $400, she said. 


Mrs. Stange and the fellow members of 


the lolly Roger are proof that cat lovers 
are no less avid pet fans than dog lovers. 
The Jolly Roger club, organized five years 
ago, includes 15 Chicago and suburban 
members who meet once a month to plan 
for shows. 


The club is now planning its 1976 cat 


show scheduled Sept. 4 and 5 at the Holi- 
day Inn O'Hare in Rosemont. A total of 
375 cats are expected to take part in the 
show to compete for championship points. 


The Jolly Roger club Is recognized by 


the Cat Fanciers Association, the national 
organization comparable to the dog 
world's American Kennel Club. The CFA is 
also the agency which gives cat breeders 
official registration papers for purebred kit- 
tens. 


Traits a good cat breeder looks for in 


selecting a top-notch kitten (which should 
be purchased no younger than 10 week 
old) are body structure, coat condition, 
ear set, height and length. Mrs. Stange 
said. 


Whether the choice is cat or dog, fish or 


bird, owning a pet is something more than 
just owning an animal. 


Ray Andersen summed it up. 
"It's 12 or H years of togetherness with 


an animal who only wants to please you 
and the only thing you should do is teach 
him how to please you. 


"It's a part of growing up."

Everyone has a favorite breed of dog, 


be It short-haired and floppy-cared or 
mangy and tailess. 


But according to the American Ken- 


nel Club, the official registry for 
purebreds, the poodle continues to rank 
No. 1 among canine fanciers. 


Each year the ARC releases a list of 


the top ten best-selling dogs based on 
the number of Individual registrations 
for the calendar year. Here, in order, is 
the 1975 ranking of the top 10 of the 
ARC'S 121 recognized breeds. 


• Poodles. For years the number one 


selling breed, poodles are recognized 
by many as one of the most intelligent 
of dogs Although tagged with a French 
nationality, the poodle in fact origi- 
nated in Germany. The poodle comes 
In three sizes, standard, measuring 15 
Inches or more at the shoulder; min- 
iature, measuring between 10 and 15 
inches; and the toy, standing under 10 
inches. 


• German Shepherds. An intelligent 


and obedient dog, this breed's versatil- 
ity makes it adaptable for use in military 
service or as a guide dog for the blind. 
German shepherds have been used in 
both world wars because they easily 
adapt to various climates. Their use as 
guide dogs for the blind dates back to 
1917. 


• Irish Setters This red-coated canine 


is renowned as the most beautiful of 
the sporting breeds. An affectionate 
dog by nature, it is comfortable both 
hunting in a field or playing the faithful 
companion at home. 


• Ooberman Pmschers. Named after 


the man who in 1870 began breeding to 
develop the "ideal dog," the doberman 
plnscher has gained steadily in popu- 
larity among the top 10 breeds. The 
Image is that of an acutely alert and 
sometimes vicious attack dog. Recently, 


however, breeding has led to a more 
gentle animal whose love of master and 
temperament can match the most do- 
cile of canines. 


• Beagles. The beagle is probably the 


most popular of the hound breeds and 
a favorite pet because of an affectionate 
disposition and loyalty. Both hardy and 
dainty, the beagle likes attention and Is 
a quick learner while in training. 


• Dachshunds. A member of the 


sporting breeds, the dachshund is an 
excellent hunter of ground game al- 
though he is seldom used in field work. 
It is a clean, loval and cheerful animal 
and is especially good with children. 


• Cocker Spaniels. Not as popular a 


hunter as some of his co-breeds, the 
cocker spaniel nevertheless continues 
to rank as favorite among housepets. It 
is a beautiful, alert and attentive dog. 


• Miniature Schnauzers. This breed is 


a cross between schnauzers and affen- 
pinschers It is a well-proportioned and 
compact dog, making it a popular 
housepet. A miniature schnauzer makes 
a good watchdog because of its lively 
temperament, pep and alertness. 


• Labrador Retriever. Another dog 


whose name is misleading, this breed 
originated in Newfoundland. The Lab- 
rador retriever comes in two colors, yel- 
low and the more well-known black. 
The dog is an excellent hunter and pop- 
ular in the field because of both hardi- 
ness In all kinds of weather and natural 
ability. 


• Collie. Acknowledged as one of 


the most beautiful dogs in the canine 
world and made famous by the movie 
and television exploits of Lassie, the 
collie has been a hard-working dog for 
centuries. Easily trained, affectionate 
and graceful, the collie has been de- 
scribed as the dog with "the wisdom of 
a man and the ways of a woman." 
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Wet but happy are Sassy and Cassy, trained to retrieve by owner Wally Ross.

lust ask any frustrated pet owner whose 


attempts to instill "obedience" have been 
thwarted by a darting squirrel or a bored 
pupil. 


But obedience training is not something 


confined to the world of dog shows and 
TV episodes of "Lassie." Any healthy dog 
at any age can be trained All it takes is 
kindness, persistence and a lot of patience. 


Years of working with dogs, from mili- 


tary lo professional show training, have 
taught that lo Wally Ross. As one of the 
area's leading obedience trainers and 
breeders, Ross has spent the better part of 
his life teaching dogs how to behave 


Ross, an active member and officer in 


the Northwest Obedience Club, Palatine, 
will tell you training dogs is relatively easy, 
once you understand what it takes to instill 
in a canine the awareness of following a 
command 


His philosophy is simple "The nicer you 


are to a rfog the mcer the dog will be to 
you I wani them to like me as well as 
work (or me " 


Getting thp <ame commitment from a

On the contrary, cats are easily house- 


Any dog can be taught new

broken and usually learn to live a quite 
orderly life in a home. 


It isn't that easy for dog owners. 
Many find housebreaking a dog their 


most difficult training assignment, but if 
handled correctly, Ross said it should take 
no longer than a week lo achieve. 


Correctly means seeing that your pup is 


taken out as soon as it awakens, as soon as 
it finishes eating, the last thing at night and 
several times in between, Mrs. Ross said. 


"The biggest thing lo do is not play with 


the dog when you take it out," she added. 
"Don't give him the run of the house or the 
basement," Ross added. "It's not mean to 
put a dog in a cage at night. They don't 
mind ii and get used to it. 


"Once you get a dog through a night 


without wetting, you should have no more 
problems," he said. 


• The time between 7 weeks and 7 months 
"of age for a puppy "is when the most 
important training takes place," Ross said. 
Learning lo adjust to a household and 
avoiding or breaking bad habits should 
come in that time. 


"The best advice I ever heard was from a 


friend who said 'don't let a puppy do any- 
thing you wouldn't want an adult dog to 
do/" he said."' No' is the biggest thing for 
a pup to learn," Mrs. Ross added. 


While obedience classes usually require 


dogs to be at least 6 months old to begin 
training, a dog's age — contrary to the old 
saying — is not a barrier to learning new 
tricks. 


"I knew someone who began training a 


• 5-year-old dog and went on to show him." 


Ross said. "And you'll find people who sav 
they aren't interested in showing their 
dogs when they start, but by the end of 
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the course will become fnterested in it." 


What will strike the novice dog owner 


about obedience school Is the "home- 
work" it demands from the human half of 
the team. 


"First the owner has to be trained," Mrs. 


Ross said. "Then he can relate it to the 
dog." And sometimes the "trainer's train- 
ing'1 can tax the class teacher more than 
that required for his canine pupils. 


"I had a girl once when I was training at 


Northwest, and I Just didn't know how to 
approach her/' Ross said. "She was 
dressed completely wrong. She'd come in 
high heels, long skim and I just didn't 
know quite how to tell her that that's not 
what you wear to train a dog." 


Aft for the other half of the training 


t*am, Ross said there b no particular 
breed more "trainaMe" than another. "It 
lust depends on the dog," he said. "I think 
It has a lot to do with how you handle a 
dog. 


•Between male and female, I don't think 


k makes that much difference," he said. 
"Males are a little more aggressive and 
rambunctious, though, and, well, they're 
always looking for girls." 


Obedience training requires per* 


slstence. A dog's attention span lasts about 
10 minutes. Consequently, brief, repe- 
titious sessions several limes a day are the 
best way to work with a dog, Ross said. 


"I would say if you spend at least 15 


minutes a day with a dog, that should be 
sufficient," he said. "When you get upset, 
ifs time to quit. The dog is already upset, 
and two angry parties don't help." 


Dog training requires little equipment. 


Only a choke collar and leather leash. The 
Choke chain doesn't hurt the dog because 
its tension on the dog's neck is automat- 
ically released when the dog doesn't pull. 
Used with voice commands, the tension 
and release pulls on the chain make the 
dog aware of the kind of behavior desired 
by its trainer. 


One-word commands are used, simply 


because it is easier for a dog to com- 
prehend a single word than a phrase. 
Once the training starts, it's all a matter of 
Staying in control, being firm and sticking 
to It 


"The sooner a dog knows this is what 


you want from him, the better it will be for 
both parties," Ross said. While training 
usually relies on rewards of affection for 
the dog from his master, Ross admitted an 
occasional "bribe" is permissable. 


"It doesn't hurt to use food," he said. 


"There's nothing wrong with associating 
something pleasant with it." 


Ross does not believe in hitting. "I never 


hit a dog," he said, although his wife said 
if a dog nips or bites, * stern reprimand 
and slap are not uncalled for. 


The eight to 12 weeks that encompass 


obedience classes should be sufficient 
time to teach basic skills if the owner has 
put in time with his pet, the Rosses said. 


But those who don't have the patience 


or ability to train their pet need not be 
resigned to having a misbehaved compan- 
ion. 


"There are some people who don't have 


the ability to train a dog," Ross said. In 
those cases, private trainers and training, 
kennels are an alternative. 


"If a person doesn't have the time to 


train the dog, it can be done," Ross said of 
hiring "tutors." "The disadvantage, 
though, is that the dog doesn't learn to 
work with its owner and the owner 
doesn't know what to expect from his- 
dog." 


Regardless of the method, Ross knows 


the merits of having an obedient pet. "If 
you don't train it, you have a spoiled pet 
on your hands, ana not only for you, but 
in terms of leaving a pet with someone or 
boarding it," he said. "You can't always 
bring them with you. 


"We find a lot of spoiled dogs. People 


say to us 'how do you take three dogs with 
you in the car? I can't manage one!' Well, 
obviously, I wouldn't have even one if it 
wasn't behaved." 


"Part of the reason for having a dog is 


enjoyment," Mrs. Ross added. "And if a 
dog is a nuisance, it's not an enjoyment. 
They're far more enjoyable when they're 
trained and it makes life more pleasant," 
she smiled. "It only stands to reason." 


"You have to have control over a dog," 


Ross said. "And I think once you have had

a well-behaved dog, you'll never want a 
misbehaved dog. It does make a differ- 
ence."

Dog obedience classes are offered by 


several firms in the area plus local park 
districts. 


Park district classes usually last eight to 


10 weeks for beginning obedience instruc- 
tion and are open to all breeds, including 
mixed. Cost averages about $15. 


The Northwest Obedience Club, Brock- 


way and Wilson Streets, Palatine offers be- 
ginner courses Wednesdays 7:30 to 10 p.m. 
Classes limited to purebred dogs, run in 12 
Or 13 week sessions at costs of $25 to $30. 
Advanced training courses also are avail- 
able at the club For more information pet 
owners can call 359-9656 Tuesday or 
Wednesday evenings. 


Other training facilities Include: 
• National Dog Training, Inc., North- 


brook. This organization trains any dog 
through private sessions. Costs range from 
$150 to $250 depending upon the length of 
time to train the dog. 


• Willy Necker's Training School, Mil- 


waukee Avenue, Wheeling. Any breed of 
dog is boarded and trained here. Basic 
obedience training lasts a minimum of 
eight weeks at a cost of $200 per month for 
boarding and training. 


• Red Coat Kennels, Mundelein. This 


facility offers both classes and private 
training Classes are Wednesday and Friday 
evenings and are open to any dog at least 
six months old. The introductory class is 
$5. Persons may then sign up for the re- 
maining six weeks for $25. Boarding train- 
ing, which includes obedience and field 
training, costs $85 per month plus $3 50 
per day for boarding for a minimum of 
one month. A two week trial period is 
provided for each dog. 


Books on dog training also can be used 


successfully by pet owners who want to 
train their dogs on their own. "The only 
disadvantage to training with a book, if 
you intend to show a dog in competition, 
is that when show time comes, the dog 
will not be accustomed to other dogs," 
Ross said. 


Pet health care means more than vaccinations 


Checking for infection 


Many owners expect affection and 


companionship from their new pets. 
They can also expect medical bills. 


Visits to the veterinarian, like visits to 


the family doctor, are the best way to 
keep a dog or cat healthy. "If you've 
got a problem ask a vet, not a neigh- 
bor" advises Or. lack Noyes, Barrington 
veterinarian and president of the Chi- 
cago Veterinary Medical Assn. 


The first step to a healthy pet is a 


physical examination soon after pur- 
chase. "The breeder could have had 
the animal checked out two weeks be- 
fore you bought it and yet it could have 
developed something," said Noyes, ad- 
ding that a check-up ranges from $7 to 
$9 providing no serious problems are 
discovered. A fecal exam to check for 
parasites, at a cost of $3 to $4, is also 
recommended. 
A pet owner can also 


expect to pay for: 


• Vaccinations for both cats and 


dogs. Dogs are inoculated for dis- 
temper, hepatitis and lepiosporosis (a 
bacterial disorder affecting kidneys and 
liver). Cats receive a feline distemper 
series, and a shot for rhinotracheitis (a 
respiratory disease) is also recommend- 
ed. Annual booster for all shots, which 
range from $8 to $10 a piece, are ad- 
vised. 


• Rabies shots for dogs, required an- 


nually by the state, and for cats, recom- 
mended especially for those who go 
outdoors. One-year inoculations cost 
$7 to $8 while a shot lasting three years 
range from $10 to $12. 


• Altering, recommended by Noyes 


K owners do not want to breed their 
pets. A female cat can be spayed after 
six months old, $40 to $50; a male cat 
castrated after nine months old, $20 to 
$30. Female dogs can be altered after 
six to eight months old at a cost of $50 
to $75; male dogs can be neutered at 
nine months old, $45 to $60. Costs in- 
crease with age and size of the animal. 


• Oeclawing, recommended if furni- 


ture is destroyed although not all cats 
use their claws on the sofa and drapes. 
Only the front claws need be removed 
for $35 to $55 depending on age. 


It's also a good idea, Noyes said, to 


have your pet examined annually, espe- 
cially after 10 years old. "We can help 
with diseases that aren't far advanced 
such as heart disease/' he said. "We can 
pick that up long before the symptoms 
show." 


A pet owner can be a pet's biggest 


health problem. Too many owners spoil 
their animals with overfeeding, Noyes 
said. 


"All meat diets are bad," he said. 


"Dogs and cats should have a balanced 
meal which can be obtained from many 
commercial brands." He also recom- 
mends that no food bowl be left out, 
for dog or cat, for more than 10 min- 
utes. Since most cats are finicky eaters, 
flavoring food with garlic powder or 
water from cooked shrimp can help 
tempt the feline appetite. 


"Feeding dogs and cats rich, fat food 


is not advisable," recommended the 
doctor and only large bones should be 
given to either dog or cat. An occasion- 
al sweet is alright but owners should be 
careful. Noyes once performed an au- 
topsy on a patient who had gotten into 
a 2-pound box of chocolates. 


Health depends on the individual an- 


imal but Noyes said medium-sized 
dogs, from miniature poodles to labr- 
ador retnevers, have the longest life 
span — an average 10 to 15 years — and 
fewest medical problems. The giant 
breeds like Great Danes and Saint Ber- 
nards do not live as long. 


"Toy breeds have more of a tendency 


to heart disease and epilepsy than the 
larger breeds," he said. "Abo people 
tend to spoil the toy dogs more and 
feed them wrong." 


With cats, all breeds tend to have the 


same average life span of 10 to 15 years.

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Dog psychologist W. B. "Bill" Mason III 
tI a worried pet owner and his wife sat 
the house on Mason's tree-shaded lawn 


discussing a doberman pinscher with 
problems. 


A short time before the petted and pam- 


pered animal had taken a chunk out of the 
owner while he slept. 


Mason chatted for an hour with the 


couple as the doberman lay unconcerned 
nearby. 


"Part of his problem," Mason said later, 


"was he was giving the dog confusing 
commands. He was ordering him to do 
something while petting him. He wasn't 
following through.". 


Mason, one of the few pet psychologists 


In the country, had never seen the couple 


or the dog until they walked into his of- 
fice. And he figured they probably would 
not need to come back. He said it seldom 
takes more than an hour to get pet owners 
and their animals on the road to solving 
their problems. 


"I can give them definite answers and 


show them results in one session." Mason 
said In a pronounced Texas drawl. 


It cost the couple $20 for the hour of 


Mason's time but there was no complaint. 
The man said he would have been unwill- 
ing to take the advice of a veterinarian. 


"I've had 35 years experience with ani- 


mals; 10 years as a dog psychologist." Ma- 
son said. "Mv job Is really to help people 
enjov and understand what thev have." 


Mason said one of the most common

pets," he said.

The list doesn't even include some 150 


varieties of foods Krause estimates are 
available, covering every culinary delight 
from special foods for fussy eaters to 
low-calorie choices for the pudgy pet. 


Nor does it include the "pet products 


for people," like personalized stationery 
or T-shirts embossed with your pet's pic- 
ture or sew-on patches of your favorite 
breeds. 


Pet grooming salons abound. And after 


poochie Is dolled up, his owner can call an 
agency like Date-A-Dog In Mount Pros- 
pect to arrange a romantic rendezvous. 


Business has grown steadily for 


Date-A-Dog founder Sharron Spitz since 
March, 1975, when she conceived the ca- 
nine computer matching service. There 
are some 800 to 1,000 dogs registered with 
her. A fee of $10 can match a longhaired 
Lady with a handsome Tramp for breeding 
purposes. 


And when your pet needs a place to stay 


while the family packs it up on vacation, 
there are places like the $3 million Ameri- 
can Pet Motel in Prairie View that will 
keep your Angora or Airedale contented 
with a room, meals and bath reminiscent 
of the comforts of home.

problems is aggression but each case has to 
be studied individually before a solution 
can be worked out. 


For example, he said the problem be- 


tween the doberman and his owners was 
Complicated bv the dog's living in two dif- 
ferent homes. "The dog had a broken 
marriage background and the owners 
wore trying loo hard (to compensate)," 
Mason said. 


Mason skirted the issue of whether 


problem dogs were actually the result of 
problem pet owners. He said he was still 
gun-shy about talking about human psy- 
chological problems after the Texas Board 
of Psychologists filed suit against him five 


years ago to trv to make him lake down 
the sign reading "Dog Psychologist." 


"I hired a lawyer and was going to fight it 


but thev backed out," he said. The psy- 
chologists wanted to make the laws apply- 
ing to human psychology applicable to 
him.. 


Mason said he has no formal training in 


human psychology or veterinary medicine, 
but he knows dogs 


"Thev 
have personalities just like 


people," he said. "If I'm having a special 
problem with a dog I try to spend some 
time with him; I watch him and he watch- 
es me. Some of them have personalities I 
don't like. I'm not like Will Rogers."

Pet Cemetery is the last resting place for 
dozens of animals, including dogs, cats, 
birds, goats, gerbils and even a monkey. 


Some may think a pet cemetery is ab- 


surd. But for owners of animals buried 
here, a grave stone and marker is as much 
an experession of love as it is a way for 
them to comfort themselves in a loss many 
equate with the passing of a member of the 
family. 


"Many people feel foolish about bur- 


ying their pels but I can understand it 
because I've had pets of my own," said 
Alcata laeckel, manager of Aarrowood. "A 
pet's love is so constant thai people feel 
they want to do something more than just 
get rid of it when it dies."

mendations for their military work. Head- 
stones for dogs who saved their masters' 
lives can also be found, including that of 
Spotty, a canine who won the 1958 Chi- 


cago Hero Medal for rescuing his master 
from a fire. 


Ms. Jaeckel said the law requires one of 


three procedures when an animal dies — 
burial, cremation or rendering, which al- 
lows the remains to decompose naturally 
and be used as fertilizer. 


Aarrowood offers three types of burials. 


In a natural burial, costing $60 to $75 in- 
cluding the plot, a pet is placed to allow 
the remains to decompose naturally. 


Vault burials are more expensive. Con- 


cretevaultsup to 44-by 21-inches are made 
by the cemetery. If a larger size is needed it 
must be ordered from a vault company. 
Vault burials range in price from $106 to 
$207, depending on pet size and location of 
the grave. 


Cremation, the third alternative. Is be- 


coming a popular choice because it is the 
least expensive, Ms. Jaeckel said. Depend- 
ing on the size of the animal, cremation 
costs $15 to $40. Owners may keep the 
ashes of their pet, which are returned in 
plain white urns, or have them scattered in 
the cemetery. 


Flat, bronze headstones costing an aver- 


age of $48 are available. Inscriptions on 
these monuments often reflect a personal 
expression of the owner's love, and it is

not uncommon to find a picture of Rover, 
Kitty or Tweety on the marker. 


Animals are usually buried within 24 


hours of their death, and in most cases 
families plan and attend the funeral. 


"Most people come to their pet's funer- 


al because of sentiment but a lot come 
because they don't trust us to actually bury 
their pet," Ms. laeckel admitted "But we 
tell them they are welcome to come to the 
burial and we even invite them to watch 
the cremation if they want to." 


A funeral for a pet owner is a private, 


personal affair, Ms. laeckel said, and often 


when the time comes, owners are lelt 
dumbfounded over what to do or sav at 
the gravesite. 


For this reason, Aarrowood owner Dick 


Barcroft has written a memoriam which can 
be read at funerals for anv pet. It reads in 
part: 


"Love is an essential and much needed 


expression evervwhere in the world In the 
face of this all too scarce sentiment, cer- 
tainly such an expression of love as this 
familv has for their pet is not to be ques- 
tioned, but rather admired."

Homeowners in the Northwest sub- 


urbs face whopping 30 to 40 per cent 
increases in their property assess- 
ments and higher tax bills unless 
steps are taken to soften the blow, 
Cook County Assessor Thomas M. Tul- 
ly said Friday. 


A home worth $40,000 in 1972 is like- 


ly to be reassessed m 1976-77 on the 
basis of a $65,000 market value be- 
cause of inflation in housing prices, 
Tully said. 


The assessment increase 
means 


that taxes on the house that totaled 
$1,000 in 1972 will reach about $1,785 
after the house is reassessed. 


Reassessments are 
scheduled 
in 


Barrington, Palatine and Wheeling 
townships this year. Real estate in 
Schaumburg, Elk Grove, Hanover and 
Maine townships will be reassessed in 
1977. 


To soften the reassessment blow, 


Tully has proposed that the ratio for 
assessments be lowered from the cur- 
rent level of 22 per cent of market 
value to a new 16 per cent level. 


THE PROPOSAL has been sent to 


the Cook County Board, which must 
approve any change in the percentage 
used for assessment. 


"We are making this proposal to 


avoid staggering property tax increas- 
es for the almost one million home- 
owners in Cook County," Tully said. 


"The significantly high rate of in- 


flation of single-family homes which 
we have experienced all over Cook 
County has exerted relentless pres- 
sure on the assessed valuation of 
homes. In some areas we have dis- 
covered that the average home has 
been inflating in value at 8 to 12 per 
cent per year," Tully said. 


In the case of the home that will be 


reassessed this year on the basis of a 
$65,000 market value, thechange in ra- 
tio from 22 to 16 per cent would save 
$485 in taxes.

THE NEW UMTS raise the total 


number of ozone monitors in the Chi- 
cago area to 22. 


"The primary reason for installing 


the monitors is to get a fix on the 
total dimension of the ozone problem 
throughout the metropolitan area," 
said Patrick Lynch, manager of the 
environmental protection agency's di- 
vision of air pollution. 


"Up until this point, systematic in- 


formation from the suburbs has been 
nonexistent," he said. "But with these 
new monitors, the Chicago metropoli- 
tan area will have one of the most 
extensive monitoring systems in the 
nation." 


By charting ozone over a wider ge- 


ographic area, pollution control offi- 
cials will be able to develop better 
strategies to control emissions during 
periods of high air pollution, Lynch 
said. 


"THE REAL benefit will be to the 


public in the form of more precise 
and timely warnings of high levels of 
ozone," he said. 


An additional area of study will be 


measuring ozone levels along the 
Lake Michigan shore between Chicago 
and the Wisconsin border.

The city council Monday night will

Harper required to give 
meeting data: law author 


The 
Harper 
College 
Board of 


Trustees is legally bound to publicly 
announce colsed-door meetings, ac- 
cording to the author of the Illinois 
Open Meeting Act. 


The Harper board has held 24 unan- 


nounced dinner meetings in the last 18 
months, 17 of which dealt with faculty 
negotiation matters. The board con- 
tends it is not legally bound by the 
Open Meeting Act to announce pre- 
negotiation sessions. 


"I don't see any interpretation of 


the Open Meeting Act that does not 
require announcements," said Antho- 
ny Scariano Sr., who wrote the act 
when he was a state legislator. 


Julia Dempsey, legal adviser to the 


Illinois Office of Education, has said, 
"If the board is specifically gathering 
at a meeting where the public would 
be excluded, it would be a useless act 
to send out a notice." 


SCARIANO SAID a notice would 


serve the purpose of informing the 
press that a meeting is taking place. 
Such information would allow the 
press to gather comments on the 
meeting both before and after it oc- 
curred, he said. 


The Illinois attorney general issued 


an opinion on the meeting act in 1974 
in an attempt to clarify the terms of 
the act. 


While discussing what constituted a 


meeting, the attorney general re- 
ferred to a California case in which 


county executives were found guilty of 
violating that state's open meeting 
law when they held an unannounced 
luncheon with AFL-C10 representa- 
tives to discuss a strike by county so- 
cial workers. 


The language of the Illinois and Cal- 


ifornia laws "is almost exactly the 
same," Scott wrote in his opinion. 


THE OPINION rendered in the Cali- 


fornia case stated, "An informal con- 
ference or caucus permits crystalliza- 
tion of secret decisions to a point just 
short of ceremonial acceptance . . . 
Only by embracing the collective in- 
quiry and discussion stages, as well 
as the ultimate step of official action, 
can an open meeting regulation frus- 
trate these evasive devices." 


A Harper Board of Trustees special 


committee formed to investigate the 
board's meeting policies reviewed the 
attorney general's opinion and con- 
cluded it supports the opinion of the 
board's legal adviser, Frank Hines, 
who has said the prenegotiation meet- 
ings do not require public announce- 
ment. 


The Illinois Open Meeting Act re- 


quires public boards to notify the pub- 
lic 24 hours before a meeting. The law 
allows a board to hold closed sessions 
to discuss personnel, land acquisition, 
collective bargaining and student dis- 
cipline, but does not specifically ex- 
empt such meetings from the notice 
requirement.

Monoson asked the village board to 
"accept my resignation not because of my guilt, but because of 
my total innocence in this matter and my necessity to devote my 
entire being to that end." Monoson is scheduled to be arraigned 
Aug. 9 before Chief Criminal Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald.

Trustees is legally bound to publicly 
announce colsed-door meetings, ac- 
cording to the author of the Illinois 
Open Meeting Act. 


The Harper board has held 24 unan- 


nounced dinner meetings in the last 18 
months, 17 of which dealt with faculty 
negotiation matters. The board con- 
tends it is not legally bound by the 
Open Meeting Act to announce pre- 
negotiation sessions. 


"I don't see any interpretation of 


the Open Meeting Act that does not 
require announcements," said Antho- 
ny Scariano Sr., who wrote the act 
when he was a state legislator. . 


Julia Dempsey, legal adviser to the 


Illinois Office of Education, has said, 
"If the board is specifically gathering 
at a meeting where the public would 
be excluded, it would be a useless act 
to send out a notice." 


SCARIANO SAID a notice would 


serve the purpose of informing the 
press that a meeting is taking place. 
Such information would allow the 
press to gather comments on the 
meeting both before and after it oc- 
curred, he said. 


The Illinois attorney general issued 


an opinion on the meeting act in 1974 
in an attempt to clarify the terms of 
the act. 


While discussing what constituted a

Monoson resigns, 
cites indictment 


Wheeling Trustee Gilbert J. Monoson Friday resigned from of- 


fice saying an indictment charging him with official misconduct 
and bribery makes it "impossible to continue" on the village 
board. Monoson, who was elected in 1975 on a reform ticket, 
Thursday was indicted by a Cook County Grand Jury for allegedly 
offering to influence a zoning decision for a businessman in return 
for a $10,000 no-collateral loan. Monoson asked the village board to 
"accept my resignation not because of my guilt, but because of 
my total innocence in this matter and my necessity to devote my 
entire being to that end." Monoson is scheduled to be arraigned 
Aug. 9 before Chief Criminal Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald. 


Sprinkling restriction imposed 


A three-day lawn sprinkling restriction goes into effect Sunday 


in Mount Prospect. Under the ordinance, lawn, garden and other 
sprinkling is prohibited Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays. 
Sprinkling also is prohibited between 10 a.m. and 4 p.m. Tuesdays, 
Thursdays, Saturdays and Sundays. Newly sodded and seeded 
lawns are exempt from the restriction for two weeks after in- 
stallation. The restriction was imposed in an effort to conserve 
Mount Prospect's water supply. Well levels have dropped steadily 
this summer because of heavy demand. Violators can be fined 
between $5 and $500 for each offense.

The 
Harper 
College 
Board of 


Trustees is legally bound to publicly 
announce colsed-door meetings, ac- 
cording to the author of the Illinois 
Open Meeting Act. 


The Harper board has held 24 unan- 


nounced dinner meetings in the last 18 
months, 17 of which dealt with faculty 
negotiation matters. The board con- 
tends it is not legally bound by the 
Open Meeting Act to announce pre- 
negotiation sessions. 


"I don't see any interpret/ ition of 


the Open Meeting Act that does not 
require announcements," said Antho- 
ny Scariano Sr, who wrote the act 
when he was a state legislator. 


Julia Dempsey, legal adviser to (he 


Illinois Office of Education, has said, 
"If the board is specifically gathering 
at a meeting where the public would 
be excluded, it v/ould be a useless act 
to send out a notice." 


SCARIANO SAID a notice would 


serve the purpose of informing the 
press that a meeting is taking place. 
Such information would allow the 
press to gather comments on the 
meeting both before and after it oc- 
curred, he said. 


The Illinois attorney general issued 


an opinion on the meeting act in 1974 
in an attempt to clarify the terms of 
the act. 


While discussing what constituted a 


meeting, the attorney general re- 
ferred to a California case in which 


county executives were found guilty of 
violating that state's open meeting 
law when they held an unannounced 
luncheon with AFL-CIO representa- 
tives to discuss a strike by county so- 
cial workers. 


The language of the Illinois and Cal- 


ifornia laws "is almost exactly the 
same," Scott wrote in his opinion. 
, THE OPINION rendered in the Cali- 
fornia case stated, "An informal con- 
ference or caucus permits crystalliza- 
tion of secret decisions to a point just 
short of ceremonial acceptance . . . 
Only by embracing the collective in- 
quiry and discussion stages, as well 
as the ultimate step of official action, 
can an open meeting regulation frus- 
trate these evasive devices."

Cook County State's Ally. Bernard 


Carey said Monoson is charged with 
four counts of official 
misconduct, 


three counts of bribery and one count 
of attempted bribery in connection 
with a zoning variation requested in 
June by GEC Industries, 422 Mercan- 
tile Ct., Wheeling. 


Carey said Monoson allegedly asked 


George Carpin, president of GEC In- 
dustries, for a $10,000 "no collateral" 
loan in return for Monoson's using his 
influence to obtain a zoning variation 
and occupancy permit for the com- 
pany. Monoson is chairman of the vil- 
lage real estate and zoning com- 
mittee. 


IN HIS LETTER of resignation. 


Monoson, said. "I know and God 
knows, that I have not violated the 
law. I will utilize every measure of 
strength that I have to fight these 
heinous charges and expose then, and 
the individuals behind them for what 
they arc — untrue and illegitimate." 
He said that it should be obvious 
"that this charge was brought about 
to silence one voice." 


Monoson said that he leaves the 


board "with the faith and knowledge 
and that there will be others to keep 
the pursuit of honest and good govern- 


ment alive in our village." 


The full text of Monoson's letter of 


resignation read: 


"Events of the last two days con- 


c e r n i n g the accusations placed 
against 
my character and dignity 


make it, in my opinion, impossible for 
me to continue in my role as trustee 
of the Village of Wheeling. My first 
responsibility is to my wife and fami- 
ly and the full and complete defense 
of my position. I will not allow those 
closest to me to suffer any more ang- 
uish than they have already been sub- 
jected to. I, furthermore, will not al- 
low myself to be utilized as a political 
tool by those people in the village who 
find any and every opportunity to fur- 
ther their personal political hunger 
for power. 


"Those of you who know me in- 


timately realize the utter absurdity of 
these charges. It should be, and I'm 
sure will continue to become, more ob- 
vious as time goes on that this charge 
was brought about to silence one 
voice. 


"I LEAVE THE board with the 


faith and knowledge that there will be 
others to keep the pursuit of honesty 
and good government alive in our vil- 
lage. I know, and God knows, that I 
have not violated the law. I will utilize 
every measure of strength that I have 
to fight these heinous charges and ex- 
pose them and the individuals for 
what they are — untrue and illegiti- 
mate.

30% home appraisal hike expected

The assessment 
increase means 


that taxes on the house that totaled

after the house is reassessed. 


Reassessments

Harrington. Palatine and Wheeling 
townships this year. Real estate in 
Schaumburg, Elk Grove. Hanover and 
Maine townships will be reassessed in 
1977. 


To soften the reassessment blow, 


Tully has proposed that the ratio for 
assessments be lowered from the cur- 
rent level of 22 per cent of market 


value to a new 16 per cent level. 


THE PROPOSAL ha« been sent to 


the Cook County Board, which must 
approve any change in the percentage 
used for assessment. 


"We are making this proposal to 


f>void staggering property tax increas- 
es for the almost one million home- 
owners in Cook County," Tully said. 


"The significantly high rate of in- 


flation of single-family homes which 
we have experienced all over Cook 
County has exerted relentless pres- 
sure on the assessed valuation of 
homes. In some areas we have dis- 
covered that the average home has 
been inflating in value at 8 to 12 per 
cent per year." Tully said. 


In the case of the home that will be 


reassessed this year on the basis of a 
$65,000 market value, the change in ra- 
tio from 22 to 16 per cent would save 
$•185 in taxes. 


Tully said a reduction in the level of 


assessment Is not likely to reduce a 
homeowner's total tax bill below its 
present level. But it would mean that 


most homeowners "will not face in- 
flated tax bills due to inflated sales of 
homes." 


The assessor's office records the 


sale price of every home in the county 
and uses the figures 
to determine 


market value on which the assess- 
ment is levied. Records on more than 
400,000 housing sales in Cook County 
are on file. 


TULLY SAID that even if the as- 


sessment level is lowered as he pro- 
poses, there will be no net loss to 
various taxing districts in the county. 
Inflation and new construction still 
will mean a growing tax base for 
most jurisdictions, he said. 


If reassessments arc calculated at 


the present 22 per cent level it will be 
"economic disaster for most home- 
owners," Tully said. "In many cases, 
people will have to move out of the 
area to seek relief in the form of lower 
taxes in other counties," he said.

Trustees is legally bound to publicly 
announce colsed-door meetings, ac- 
cording to the author of the Illinois 
Open Meeting Act.

nounced dinner meetings in the last 18 
months, 17 of which dealt with faculty 
negotiation matters. The board con- 
tends it is not legally bound by the 
Open Meeting Act to announce pre- 
negotialion sessions. 


"I don't see any interpretation of 


the Open Meeting Act that does not 
require announcements," said Antho- 
ny Scariano Sr., who wrote the act 
when he was a state legislator. 


Julia Dcmpsey, legal adviser to the 


Illinois Office of Education, has said, 
"If the board is specifically gathering 
at a meeting where the public would 
be excluded, it would be a useless act 
to send out a notice." 


SCARIANO SAID a notice would 


serve the purpose of informing the 
press that a meeting is taking place. 
Such information would allow the 
press to gather comments on the 
meeting both before and after it oc- 
curred, he said. 


The Illinois attorney general issued 


an opinion on the meeting act in 1974 
in an attempt to clarify the terms of 
the act.

to Des Plaines, Palatine 


Ceremonies end with solemnity. 


An expanded ozone monitoring sys- 


tem, including new monitors in Des 
Plaines and Palatine, is being set up 
by the Illinois Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency. 


The new system will trace the de- 


velopment and 
flow 
of pollutants 


throughout the metropolitan area. 


Eight new temporary ozone moni- 


tors will be installed in Waukegan, 
Des Plaines, Wheaton, DeKalb, Kan- 
kakee, Palatine and near the inter- 
section of Hyde Park and Blackstone 
streets in Chicago. 


THE NEW UNITS raise the total 


number of ozone monitors in the Chi- 
cago area to 22. 


"The primary reason for installing 


the monitors is to get a fix on the 
total dimension of the ozone problem 
throughout the metropolitan area," 
said Patrick Lynch, manager of the 
environmental protection agency's di- 
vision of air pollution. 


"Up until this point, systematic in- 


formation from the suburbs has been 
nonexistent," he said. "But with these 
new monitors, the Chicago metropoli- 
tan area will have one of the most 
extensive monitoring systems in the 
nation." 


By charting ozone over a wider ge- 


ographic area, pollution control offi- 
cials will be able to- develop better

In n budget workshop meeting 


Thursday. Dtst. 211 Board of Educa- 
tion members studied the seventh 
draft of the 197i*-77 budget and heard 
predictions from the administration 
that expenditures will exceed revenue 
In 1977-7!!. 


Slater said the deficit is expected 


because expenses will take a sharp 
leap in 1977-78 with the opening of the 
new Palatine High School and the ad- 


ditions to other district high schools. 


Revenue will continue to increase, 


but not enough to cover the additional 
expenses, Slater said. He said the ad- 
dition of swimming pools at the high 
schools will require additional custo- 
dians, utilities and maintenance. 


SLATER SAID operating costs in 


the education fund and operatioa«;, 
building and maintenance fund will be 
higher in 1976-77 because of a 6 per 
cent increase in enrollment, a hike in 
utility rates and use, and a 7.6 nego- 
tiated teacher salary increase, as well 
as raises for other personnel. 


Board Pros. Robert Creek said the 


board will have to take a hard look at 
the student-community services por- 
tion of the budget when the 1977-78 
budget is being considered. 


Student-community services include 


summer school and tbe district's ath- 


letics program. Creek said summer 
school has in the past been funded to- 
tally by the state, but the state this 
year dropped its support. Dist. 211 is 
one of the few area districts that con- 
tinued to hold summer school in spite 
of the loss of support. 


THE PROGRAM costs the district 


about $236,000. Creek said the board 
will have to decide whether it wants 
to continue free summer school in the 
face of the predicted SI million budget 
deficit in 1977-78. 


The athletics program also will he 


coming under board scrutiny in early 
1977, Creek said. The district receives 
about 
$53,000 from 
gate revenue, 


mostly during football and baskrtbail 
seasons, 
but the district 
spends 


$556,000 on athletics. 


"We've been running a pretty good 


show so far, but for 1977-78 we are 


going to have to ask ourselves some 
questions," Creek told the board. "Do 
we run summer school for free? Do 
we do a lot of things?" 


Creek said, however, that 70 per 


cent of the budget is salaries. The dis- 
trict is maintaining its class size goal 
of 
17.5 students per teacher, but 


Creek called class size "our biggest 
single lever" in controlling finances. 


"WITHOUT TAKINT. the total tax 


rate up, we have built up a ($9 mil- 
lion) surplus," Creek said, noting that 
the lax rate will go down this year. 


"Next year we are just breaking 


even and we'll have to change some 
things for 1977-78. We'll have to make 
some cutbacks or change the law," he 
said. 


The district, presently is forced to 


roll back its tax rat* each year be- 


cause of taxing limits included in the 
formula used to determine state aid to 
schools. The formula increased state 
aid for the district, but set a limit on 
how much residents could pay in local 
school taxes. Most area high school 
districts, including Dist. 211, were 
over that limit and have to roll back 
their tax rate each year until the limit 
is reached. 


Dist. 211 and other high school dis- 


tricts have been supporting bills in 
the legislature that would drop the 
rollback requirement from the for- 
mula. 


Creek said the board will consider 


an eighth draft of the 1976-77 budget 
at its Aug. 19 meeting. If the board 
approves that draft, the budget will 
be placed on public display at the ad- 
ministration center, 1750 Roselle Rd., 
Palatine, until Sept. 19, when a public 
hearing on the budget will be held. 


strategies to control emissions during 
periods of high air pollution, Lynch 
said.

Trustee Gilbert J. Monoson Friday 


resigned from his post, saying that an 
indictment charging him with official 
misconduct and bribery makes "it im- 
possible for me to continue." 


Monoson delivered his letter of res- 


ignation to the village Friday after- 
noon. He said he hopes the "board 
will accept my resignation not be- 
cause of my guilt, but because of my 
total innocence in the matter." 


Monoson, who ran for office in 1975 


on a reform ticket, Thursday was in- 
dicted by a Cook County Grand Jury 
on charges of official misconduct and 
bribery 


Cook County State's Atty. Bernard 


Carey said Monoson is charged with 
four counts of official misconduct, 
three counts of bribery and one count 
of attempted bribery in connection 
with a zoning variation requested in 
June by GEC Industries, 422 Mercan- 
tile Ct., Wheeling. 


Carey said Monoson allegedly asked 


George Carpin, president of GEC In- 
dustries, for a $10,000 "no collateral" 
loan in return for Monoson's using his 
influence to obtain a zoning variation 
and occupancy permit for the com- 
pany. Monoson is chairman of the vil- 
lage real estate and zoning com- 
mittee. 


IN HIS LETTER of resignation. 


Monoson, said, "I know and God 
knows, that I have not violated the 
law. I will utilize every measure of 
strength that I have to fight tlese 
heinous charges and expose then, and 
the individuals behind them for what 
they are — untrue and illegitimate." 
He said that it should be obvious 
"that this charge was brought about 
to silence one voice." 


Monoson said that he leaves the 


board "with the faith and knowledge 
and that there will be others to keep 
the pursuit of honest and good govern- 
ment alive in our village." 


The full text of Monoson's letter of 


resignation read: 


"Events of the last two days con- 


c c r n i n g the accusations placed 


against my character and dignity 


make it, ir. my opinion, impossible for 
me to continue in my role as trustee 
of the Village of Wheeling. My first 
responsibility is to my wife and fami- 
ly and the full and complete defense 
of my position. I will not allow those 
closest to me to suffer any more ang- 
insh than they have already been sub- 
jected to. I, furthermore, will not al- 
low myself to be utilized as a political 
tool by those people in the village who 
find any and every opportunity to fur- 
ther their personal political hunger 
for power. 


"Those of you who know me in- 


timately realize the utter absurdity of 
these charges. It should be, and I'm 
sure will continue to become, more ob- 
vious as time goes on that this charge 
was brought about to silence one 
voice. 


"I LEAVE THE board with the 


faith and knowledge that there will be 
others to keep the pursuit of honesty 
and good government alive in our vil- 
lage. I know, and God knows, that I 
have not violated the law. I will utilize 
every measure of strength that I have 
to fight these heinous charges and ex- 
pose them and the individuals for 
what they are — untrue and illegiti- 
mate. 


"I should like to take this opportuni- 


ty to thank those people, too numer- 
ous to mention, who have worked with 
me in the past and now stand with me 
in this fight. It is my desire that the 
board accept my resignation not be- 
cause of my guilt, but because of my 
total innocence in this matter and the 
necessity to devote my entire being to 
that end." 


Monoson said he will be represented 


by attorney Thomas Foran. He will be 
arraigned Aug. 9 before Chief Crimi- 
nal Court Judge Richard J. Fitzge- 
rald.

Harrington, Palatine and Wheeling 
townships this year. Real estate in 
Schaumburg, Elk Grove, Hanover and 
Maine townships will be reassessed in 
1977. 


To soften the reassessment blow, 


Tully has proposed that the ratio for 
assessments be lowered from the cur- 
rent level of 22 per cent of market 
value to a new 16 per cent level. 


THE PROPOSAL has been sent to 


the Cook County Board, which must 
approve any change in the percentage 
used for assessment. 


"We are making this proposal to 


avoid staggering property tax increas- 
es for the almost one million home- 
owners in Cook County," Tully said. 


"The significantly high rate of in- 


flation of single-family homes which 
we have experienced all over Cook 
County has exerted relentless pres- 
sure on the assessed valuation of 
homes In some areas we have dis- 
covered that the average home has 
been inflating in value at 8 to 12 per 
cent per year," Tully said. 


In the case of the home that will be 


reassessed this year on the basis of a 
$65,000 market value, (hechange in ra- 
tio from 22 to 16 per cent would save 
$485 m taxes. 


Tully said a reduction in the level of 


assessment is not likely to reduce a 
homeowner's total tax bill below its 
present level. But it would mean that 
most homeowners "will not face in- 
flated tax bills due to inflated sales of 
homes." 


The assessor's office records the 


sale price of every home in the county 
and uses the figures to determine 
market value on which the assess- 


ment is levied. Records on more than 
400,000 housing sales in Cook County 
are on file 


TULLY SAID that even if the as- 


sessment level is lowered as he pro- 
poses, there will oe no net loss to 
various taxing districts in the county. 
Inflation and new construction still 
will mean a growing tax base for 
most jurisdictions, he said. 


If reassessments are calculated at 


the present 22 per cent level it will be 
"economic disaster for most home- 
owners," Tully said. "In many cases, 
people will have to move out of the 
area to seek relief in the form of lower 
taxes in other counties," he said. 


Although the proposed 16 per cent 


figure would be used during quadren- 
nial reassessments, homeowners in 
townships currently not being reas- 
sessed would have grounds to appeal 
their assessment on the basis of the 


lower figure, an aide to the assessor 
said Friday 


Assessments in Cook County are up- 


dated every four years on a rotating 
schedule, with different townships af- 
fected each year.

Monoson asked the village board to 
"accept my resignation not because of my guilt, but because of 
my total innocence in this matter and my necessity to devote my 
entire being to that end." Monoson is scheduled to be arraigned 
Aug. 9 before Chief Criminal Judge Richard J. Fitzgerald.

A three-day lawn sprinkling restriction goes into effect Sunday 


in Mount Prospect. Under the ordinance, lawn, garden and other 
sprinkling is prohibited Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays.

The 
Harper 
College Board of 


Trustees is legally bound to publicly 
announce colsed-door meetings, ac- 
cording to the author of the Illinois 
Open Meeting Act. 


The Harper board has held 24 unan- 


nounced dinner meetings in the last 18 
months, 17 of which dealt with faculty 
negotiation matters. The board con- 
tends it is not legally bound by the 
Open Meeting Act to announce pre- 
negotiation sessions. 


"I don't see any interpretation of 


the Open Meeting Act that does not 
require announcements," said Antho- 
ny Scariano Sr., who wrote the act 
when he was a state legislator. 


Julia Dempsey, legal adviser to the 


Illinois Office of Education, has said, 
"If the board is specifically gathering 
at a meeting where the public would 
be excluded, it would be a useless act 
to send out a notice." 


SCARIANO SAID a notice would 


serve the purpose of informing the 


press that a meeting is taking place. 
Such information would allow the 
press to gather comments on the 
meeting both before and after it oc- 
curred, he said. 


The Illinois attorney general issued 


an opinion on the meeting act in 1974 
in an attempt to clarify the terms of 
the act. 


While discussing what constituted a 


meeting, the attorney general re- 
ferred to a California case in which 
county executives were found guilty of 
violating that state's open meeting 
law when they held an unannounced 
luncheon with AFL-dO representa- 
tives to discuss a strike by county so- 
cial workers. 


The language of the Illinois and Cal- 


ifornia laws "is almost exactly the 
same," Scott wrote in his opinion. 


THE OPINION rendered in the Cali- 


fornia case stated, "An informal con- 
ference or caucus permits crystalliza- 
tion of secret decisions to a point just 


short of ceremonial acceptance . . . 
Only by embracing the collective in- 
quiry anc! discussion stages, as well 
as the ultimate step of official action, 
can an open meeting regulation frus- 
trate these evasive devices." 


A Harper Board of Trustees special 


committee formed to investigate the

Monoson quits Wheeling trustee post

Trustee Gilbert J. Monoson Friday 


resigned from his post, saying that an 
indictment charging him with official 
misconduct and bribery makes "it im- 
possible for me to continue." 


Monoson delivered his letter of res- 


ignation to the village Friday after- 
noon. He said he hopes the "board 
will accept my resignation not be- 
cause of my guilt, but because of my 
total innocence in the matter." 


Monoson, who ran for office in 1975 


on a reform ticket, Thursday was in- 
dicted by a Cook County Grand Jury 
on charges of official misconduct and 
bribery. 


Cook County State's Atty. Bernard 


Carey said Monoson is charged with 
four counts of official misconduct, 
three counts of bribery and one count 
of attempted bribery in connection 
with a zoning variation requested in 
June by GEC Industries, 422 Mercan- 
tile Ct., Wheeling. 


Carey said Monoson allegedly asked 


George Carpin, president of GEC In- 
dustries, for a $10,000 "no collateral" 
loan in return for Monoson's using his 
influence to obtain a zoning variation 
and occupancy permit for the com- 


pany. Monoson is chairman of the vil- 
lage real estate and zoning com- 
mittee. 


IN HIS LETTER of resignation, 


Monoson, said, "I know and God 
knows, that I have not violated the 
law. I will utilize every measure of ' 
strength that I have to fight these 
heinous charges and expose then, and 
the individuals behind them for what 
they are — untrue and illegitimate." 
He said that it should be obvious 
"that this charge was brought about 
to silence one voice." 


Monoson said that he leaves the 


board "with the faith and knowledge 
and that there will be others to keep 
the pursuit of honest and good govern- 
ment alive in our village." 


The full text of Monoson's letter of 


resignation read: 


"Events of the last two days con- 


c e r n i n g the accusations 
placed 


against my character and dignity 
make it, in my opinion, impossible for 
me to continue in my role as trustee 
of the Village of Wheeling. My first 
responsibility is to my wife and fami- 
ly and the full and complete defense 
of my position. I will not allow those 
closest to me to suffer any more ang- 
uish than they have already been sub- 


Village leaders believe 
4scandaP stigma will fall 


The morale of Wheeling village em- 


ployes and community leaders was 
low Friday in the wake of the in- 
dictment of Trustee Gilbert Monoson 
for bribery and official misconduct. 
But they believe Wheeling eventually 
will ride out the wave of bad public- 
ity. 


Several village employes said the 


indictment has revived old charges 
that all Wheeling officials are corrupt. 
Monoson was indicted Thursday by a 
Cook County Grand Jury for allegedly 
promising to influence a zoning deci- 
sion for $10,000. 


"The hard part is we were just get- 


ting over the stigma of the 1974 scan- 
dal. Now we have to start again. 
People are saying, 'you're on the 
take, you're a crook.' It's a shame," 
said one employe. 


Four former village and township 


officials were convicted in a 1974 zon- 
ing shakedown scandal following a 
federal investigation. 


ANOTHER EMPLOYE said village 


officials still are "hearing about two 
years ago." 


"I lived through that one and I'll 


make it again. As far as I'm con- 
cerned, I'm going to do my job the 
same as before," she said. 


Village Mgr Terry L. Zerkle said 


he has met the past several days with 
department heads to discuss the in- 
dictment and its effect on the village. 


"I advised them that an indictment 


is not a conviction. In any event, the 


village needs lo maintain a profes- 
sional approach in dealing with the 
community and each other," he said. 


Zerkle said village officials and em- 


ployes will have to maintain "a dedi- 
cation to duty and service and a sense 
of unity." 


"THE INDICTMENT is not a reflec- 


tion on the village staff in any way, 
shape or form. I'm confident the em- 
ployes will continue to do their jobs in 
a professional and business-like man- 
ner," he said. 


Evelyn Diens, village clerk, said 


employes are "continuing to do the 
best job they can with a .smile." She 
said she has seen no drop in morale. 


"I would hope people are intelligent 


enough to understand that someone 
who is indicted is not guilty until 
proven guilty," she said. 


Mrs. 
Diens said she hopes the pub- 


lic does not let the indictment color 
their thinking toward the village staff. 


"IN EVFRY ACT someone does, 


they have to be accountable to them- 
selves. Nowhere do I see any employe 
being involved," she said. 


William Alexander, president of the 


Wheeling Chamber of Commerce, said 
the indictment hasn't harmed the 
community's image. 


"The reputation of our community 


is very well up there. It's going to 
possibly affect new business coming 
in. I've already received some calls, 
but no one leaves the village because 
of the actions of one man," he said.

The district presently is forced to

Harper meet data required: author 


The 
Harper College Board of 


Trustees is legally bound to publicly 
announce colsed-door meetings, ac- 
cording to the author of the Illinois 
Open Meeting Act. 


The Harp«T board has held 24 unan- 


nounced dinner meetings in the last 18 
months, 17 of which dealt with faculty 
negotiation matters. The board con- 
tends it is not legally bound by the 
Open Meeting Act to announce pre- 
negotiation sessions. 


"I don't see any interpretation of 


the Open Meeting Act that does not 
require announcements," said Antho- 
ny Scariano Sr., who wrote the act 
when he was a state legislator. 


Julia Dempsey, legal adviser to the 


Illinois Office of Education, has said, 
"If the board is specifically gathering 
at a meeting where the public would 
be excluded, it would be a useless act 
to send out a notice." 


SCARIANO SAID a notice would 


serve the purpose of informing the 


press that a meeting is taking place. 
Such information would allow the 
press to gather comments on the 
meeting both before and after it oc- 
curred, he said. 


The Illinois attorney general issued 


an opinion on the meeting act in 1974 
in an attempt to clarify the terms of 
the act. 


While discussing what constituted a 


meeting, the attorney general re- 
ferred to a California case in which 
county executives were found guilty of 
violating that state's open meeting 
law when they held an unannounced 
luncheon with AFL-CIO representa- 
tives to discuss a strike by county so- 
cial workers. 


The language of the Illinois and Cal- 


ifornia laws "is almost exactly the 
same," Scott wrote in his opinion. 


THE OPINION rendered in the Cali- 


fornia case stated, "An informal con- 
ference or caucus permits crystalliza- 
tion of secret decisions to a point just 


short of ceremonial acceptance . . . 
Only by embracing the collective in- 
quiry and discussion stages, as well 
as the ultimate step of official action, 
can an open meeting regulation frus- 
trate these evasive devices." 


A Harper Board of Trustees special 


committee formed to investigate the 
board's meeting policies reviewed the 
attorney general's opinion and con- 
cluded it supports the opinion of the 
board's legal adviser, Frank Hines, 
who has said the prenegotiation meet- 
ings do not require public announce- 
ment. 


The Illinois Open Meeting Act re- 


quires public boards to notify the pub- 
lic 24 hours before a meeting. The law 
allows a board to hold closed sessions 
to discuss personnel, land acquisition, 
collective bargaining and student dis- 
cipline, but dees not specifically ex- 
empt such meetings from the notice 
requirement.

Harper required to give 
meeting data: law author 


The 
Harper 
College 
Board of 


Trustees is legally bound to publicly 
announce colsed-door meetings, ac- 
cording to the author of the Illinois 
Open Meeting Act. 


The Harper board has held 24 unan- 


nounced dinner meetings in the last 18 
months, 17 of which dealt with faculty 
negotiation matters. The board con- 
tends it is not legally bound by the 
Open Meeting Act to announce pre- 
negotiation sessions. 


"I don't see any interpretation of 


the Open Meeting Act that does not 
require announcements," said Antho- 
ny Scariano Sr., who wrote the act 
when he was a state legislator. 


Julia Dempsey, legal adviser to the 


Illinois Office of Education, has said, 
"If the board is specifically gathering 
at a meeting where the public would 
be excluded, it would be a useless act 
to send out a notice." 


SCARIANO SAID a notice would 


serve the purpose of informing the 
press that a meeting is taking place. 
Such information 
would allow the 


press to gather comments on the 
meeting both before and after it oc- 
curred, he salid. 


The Illinois attorney general issued 


an opinion on the meeting act in 1974 
in an attempt to clarify the terms of 
the act. 


While discussing what constituted a 


meeting, the attorney general re- 
ferred to a California case in which 


county executives were found guilty of 
violating that state's open meeting 
law when they held an unannounced 
.luncheon with AFL-C10 representa- 
tives to discuss a strike by county so- 
cial workers. 


The language of the Illinois and Cal- 


ifornia laws "is almost exactly the 
same," Scott wrote in his opinion. 


THE OPINION rendered in the Cali- 


fornia case stated, "An informal con- 
ference or caucus permits crystalliza- 
tion of secret decisions to a point just 
short of ceremonial acceptance . . . 
Only by embracing the collective in- 
quiry and discussion stages, as well 
as the ultimate step of official action, 
can an open meeting regulation frus- 
trate these evasive devices." 


A Harper Board'of Trustees special 


committee formed to investigate the 
board's meeting policies reviewed the 
attorney general's opinion and con- 
cluded it supports the opinion of the 
board's legal adviser, Frank Hines, 
who has said the prenegotiation meet- 
ings do not require public announce- 
ment. 


The Illinois Open Meeting Act re- 


quires public boards to notify the pub- 
lic 24 hours before a meeting. The law 
allows a board to hold closed sessions 
to discuss personnel, land acquisition, 
collective bargaining and student dis- 
cipline, but does not specifically ex- 
empt such meetings from the notice 
requirement.
